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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR L499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-4, drawn to a method of producing an Akata packaging cell. 
Group II, claim(s) 5, drawn to a method of producing an EB virus vector. 
Group III, claim(s) 6, drawn to a method of producing an immortalized B lymphocyte. 

The inventions listed as Groups HII do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The claimed inventions are drawn to methods of 
producing a packing cell line, an EB virus vector and immortalizing a B lymphocyte. However, 
because (Delecluse et al. Proceedings of the National Academy of Science, 1999) is drawn to 
the production of packaging cell lines for Epstein-Barr virus derived vectors. Furthermore, 
Delecluse et al. dicusses the delivery of transgenes to human B cells. Therefore, no special 
technical feature exists for groups I-III as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, because it does not define a 
non-obvious contribution over the prior art. Note that PCT Rule 13 does not provide for multiple 
products or methods within a single application. Because the shared technical feature of Groups 
I-III is not a special technical feature, unity of invention is lacking. 
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Summary 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
